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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 1 7(e), was 
filed in this application after fined rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1. 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1114. Applicant's submission filed on 06/02/03 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings filed on 06/19/00 are acceptable for examination purposes only. 

Specification 

3. The amendment filed 06/02/03 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it infroduces new matter into the 
disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. 
The added material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "PEO resins with starting molecular 
weights of between about 100,000 g/mol to about 8,000,000 g/mol (number-average molecular weight)" per page 9. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.$.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims land 3-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with thewritten 
description requirement The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. As far as the Examiner can tell, no support can be found for the recited 
"polyethylene oxide) resins with number average molecular weights of about 100,000 g/mol to about 8,000,000 g/mol 
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per claims 1, 13 and 24 and "poly (ethylene oxide) resins with number average molecular weights of about 300,000 g/mol 
to about 8,000,000 g/mol" per claims 33 and 34 and, as such, this engenders a New Matter situation . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 and 3-34 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record as per reasons set forth in the previous 
Office Action per paper no. 12, 11/27/02, paragraph no. 6. Claims 1 and 3-34 would be allowed if rewritten or amended 
so as to obviate the 112, first paragraph issue raised supra. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicants arguments, see paper no. 17, filed 06/02/03, with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1 and 3-32 
under 35 USC 103(a) over Sumi et al or Miyamoto et al in combination with Ray-Chaudhuri et al have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, based on the Amendments to 
the claims, a rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph relative to New Matter has been made as is set forth supra. 

Conclusion
